And although the pain does 
not abate much, it is a relief when 
the eruption comes out because the 


The cause of shingles has been 
found to be a hemorrhage or inflam­ 
mation in the ganglion which be­ 
longs to the sensory nerve that goes 
to the skin. The eruption outlines 
the distribution of the nerve exact­ 
ly, and that is why the study of 
shingles has been so useful in medi­ 
cine. It has taught us the sensory 
areas of the skin. 
That is also why shingles is so 
painful. It is a pure nerve pain. Its 
scientific name is herpes zoster. The 
scientific name for the fever blister 
is herpes labialis. The reason a fe­ 
ver blister hurts so is because it, 
too, is a nerve pain, its nature prob­ 
ably being similar to herpes zoster. 
Shingles is probably an infection. 
Certainly one attack protects from 
any others. That is about the only 
comforting thing that can be said 
about it. Once you have bad it, you 
won’t have it again. 


Another Feature 
Another feature about it: It af­ 
flicts mostly old folks, usually those 
over 60 or 70 and almost invariably 
those over 40. 
After the eruption subsides there 
is a scar left and the chance that 
pain will persist for a long time — 
often a year or more. This is the 
most annoying stage of all because 
while the last stage pain is not as 
severe as at the beginning, the skin 
is tender and sensitive. 
As treatment not much can be 
d on e. The pain can be eased. And 
local dressings to the eruption are 
protective. In the last stages infra­ 
red light or x-ray therapy helps 
more than anything else.

Shingles: 
A Disease Used l o Study Nerves 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ONE of my readers has asked me 
to discuss the disease known as 
"shingles” — w hat causes “ ( lim ” 
and w hat can be done for " th tm .” 
To the best of my ability I will 
comply, although I usually avoid the 
topic because w hat can be done for areas of the skim 


The cause of shingles has been 
found to be a hem orrhage or inflam­ 
mation in the ganglion which be­ 
longs to the sensory nerve th a t goes 
to the skin. The eruption outlines 
the distribution of the nerve exact­ 
ly, and th a t is why the study of 
shingles has been so useful in medi­ 
cine. It has tau g h t us the sensory

Shingles is of much more interest 
to the medical profession than it is 
to the patient. The medical profes­ 
sion has learned a great deal from 
the study of shingles about nerve 
distribution in the skin. In fact, 
nearly all we know about the sub­

Excruciating Pain 
From the patient’s viewpoint, 
shingles presents itself first as an 
excruciating pain. This pain is usu­ 
ally around the ribs or the waist, 
although shingles can occur any­ 
where th a t nerves go in the skin. 
A second favorite spot is on the

forehead or face, and I have seen 
shingles running down the legs. The 
pain goes on for three or four days, 
without any external signs, and no­ 
body can account for it. It is a pain 
indescribable in its intensity. A doc­ 
tor friend of mine who had shingles 
on his forehead said th a t for a few 
days he had a headache th a t he 
thought was m eant for a horse. 
Then, finally, an eruption on the 
skin breaks out. It is a cluster of 
blisters surrounded by an angry red 
area. And although the pain does 
not abate much, it is a relief when 
the eruption comes out because the 
cause of the pain is explained; a re ­ 
lief because, uncomfortable as it 
may be, shingles is not dangerous. 


a --------------------------------------------------- 


T hat is also why shingles is so 
painful. It is a pure nerve pain. Its 
scientific name is herpes zoster. The 
scientific name for the fever blister 
is herpes lab ials. The reason a fe­ 
ver blister hurts so is because it, 
too, is a nerve pain, its nature prob­ 
ably being sim ilar to herpes zoster. 
Shingles is probably an infection. 
Certainly one attack protects from 
any others. T hat is about the only 
comforting thing th a t can be said 
about it. Once you have had it, you 
won’t have it again. 


Another Feature 
Another feature about it: It a f­ 
flicts mostly old folks, usually those 
over 60 or 70 and almost invariably 
those over 40. 
A fter the eruption subsides there 
is a scar left and the chance th at 
pain will persist for a long tim e — 
often a year or more. This is the 
most annoying stage o f all because 
while the last stage pain is not as 
severe as at the beginning, the skin 
is tender and sensitive. 
As treatm ent not much can be 
done. The pain can be eased. And 
local dressings to the eruption are 
protective. In the last stages infra­ 
red light or x-ray therapy helps 
more than anything else.

Rescue Means Provided 
The navy pinned its optim ism 
on the fact that every scientific 
means of rescue that has been de­ 
veloped as the result of the disas­ 
ter to the S-4, which sank off 
Provincetown, 
M ass., 
with 
the 
loss of 40 lives in 19 27, will be 
brought to bear in the Squalus 
rescue attem pts. 
Special rescue devices that can 
be operated from aboard the sub­ 
marine as well as the latest de­ 
velopments 
for 
external 
rescue 
work are available. 
President 
Roosevelt 
kept 
in 
hourly touch with the navy’s res­ 
cue efforts. 
As official 
reports 
from the scene were received a t 
the 
navy 
departm ent via radio 
and telephone, they were flashed 
immediately to the White House. 
The chief executive 
expressed 
his concern over the disaster a t 
his press 
conference 
yesterday, 
devoting most of the conference 
to divulging last minute news on 
the plight of the subm arine, and 
of the heroic efforts being made 
by the navy to effect a speedy 
rescue. 
He declared the entire govern­ 
ment is devoting its full efforts 
in getting every possible equip­ 
ment and personnel to the scene. 
Four Means Provided 
N avy experts outlined, in their 
order of probable use, four means 
of rescuing the men. 
They fo l­ 
low: 
1. Closing by divers from the 
rescue ship Falcon of the inductor 
valve which is believed to have 
caused the disaster, and raising 
the subm ersible by forcing 
out 
the w ater from the flooded com­ 
partm ents 
with 
compressed air 
hoses. 
2. Use of the subm arine rescue 
chamber, or diving bell, 
carried 
on the Falcon, which can be low­ 
ered to the submarine by steel 
cable and attached to any one of 
five deck hatches. 
3. U se of the Momsen “ lung,” 
a device carried on the subm a­ 
rine by which the survivors can 
leave the stricken ship and m ake 
their way to the surface on a 
cable. 
4. R aising the ship by pontoons 
being rushed from the New York 
navy yard.

the spot in the A tlantic 12 m iles 
off

where the Squalus’ 
sister ship, 
the U. S. S. Sculpin rode a t an ­ 
chor on the rolling sea 243 feet 
above the stricken subm ersible’s 
resting 
place 
on 
the 
ocean 
bottom . 
In the face of the fourth m ajor 
subm arine disaster of A m erican 
navy history, high optim ism was 
held by the naval high com m and 
for safe rescue of the crew. 
If 
this hope prevails it will be the 
first tim e in naval history th a t 
men have been brought out alive 
from a subm arine disaster. 
Rescue Means Provided 
The navy pinned its optim ism 
on the fact th a t every scientific 
m eans of rescue th a t has been de­ 
veloped as the result of the disas­ 
ter to the S-4, which sank off 
Provincetow n, 
Mass., 
w ith 
the 
loss of 40 lives in 1927, will be 
brought to bear in the Squalus 
rescue attem pts. 
Special rescue devices th a t can 
be operated from aboard the sub­ 
m arine as well as the latest de­ 
velopm ents 
for

work are available. 
President 
Roosevelt 
kept 
in 
hourly touch w ith the navy’s res­ 
cue efforts. 
As official reports 
from the scene were received a t 
the 
navy 
departm ent via radio 
and telephone, they were flashed 
im m ediately to the W hite House. 
The chief executive 
expressed 
his concern over the disaster a t 
his press 
conference 
yesterday, 
devoting m ost of the conference 
to divulging last m inute news on 
the plight of the subm arine, and 
of the heroic efforts being m ade 
by the navy to effect a speedy 
rescue. 
He declared the entire govern­ 
m ent is devoting its full efforts 
in g ettin g every possible equip­ 
m ent and personnel to the scene. 
Four Means Provided 
N avy experts outlined, in their 
order of probable use, four m eans 
of rescuing the men. 
They fol­ 
low: 
1. Closing by divers from the 
rescue ship Falcon of the inductor 
valve which is believed to have 
caused the disaster, and raising 
the subm ersible by forcing 
out 
the w ater from the flooded com ­ 
partm ents 
w ith 
com pressed air 
hoses. 
2. Use of the subm arine rescue 
cham ber, or diving bell, 
carried 
on the Falcon, which can be low­ 
ered to the subm arine by steel 
cable and attached to any one of 
five deck hatches. 
3. Use of the Moinsen “lung,” 
a device carried on the subm a­ 
rine by which the survivors can 
leave the stricken ship and m ake 
their w ay to the surface on a 
cable. 
4. R aising the ship by pontoons 
being rushed from the New Y ork 
navy yard.
